LESSON 6 



In this lesson we learn the following; 

1) C-jA-i 'you went' (feminine singular). (dhahab-ti) 

2) The numbers 11 to 20 with the feminine ma 'dud : We have already leamt these 
numbers with the masculine ma 'dud in Lesson 3 , Rules pertaining to these numbers 
with the feminine ma 'dud have also been mentioned there. 

To summarize: 

(a) 1 1 and 1 2 : both parts of the number agree with the ma 'dud, e.g. :

3) c£i 'which?'; We have leamt this word in Book 1 . It is always muddf and the

Note that the word t£ ' is marfu ' in the first sentence because it is mubtada ', and it is 

rnansub in the second because it .is maful bihi, and majrur in the third because it is 

preceded by the preposition -j .

6) J 'why?': If it stands alone a "h" is added to it : fCS. Tiiis is called oSCLil f U, 

7) We have learnt in Book 1 some examples of adjectives ending in '-an*, e.g. : 
jL^v^p cjLJ ^ aP t OlPjfc'. The feminine of such adjectives is on the pattern of (J*j, 

And the plural of both the masculine and the feminine is on the pattern of JL*J, e.g. : 

Note that the plural of J^C^S" and J^LS" is ^JCS . 

8) cjL* 'give!', 'bring!': Note its isnad to the other pronouns of the second person : 

9) J>- 'take!': You will learn the imperative form of the verb in Lesson 14.

means 'so,' and ^ means 'with me'.
